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MOSKOWirc testifieii before a Federal Grand Jury, Southern District 
of New York, on July l6th and 20th, 1950» According to a stateraent made by 
the United States Attorney, IRVING H. SAYIOL, Southern District of New iork, 
in open court at the arraignment of MOSKOwTl’Z on July 31, 1950, M03K0i'»IT2 
refused to answer questions before the Grand Jury on the grounds that the 
answers would tend to degradeor incriminate her* 

On July 29, 1950, the Grand Jury returned the following indictment 
against ABFJUiAid BROTHi^N and MIRIAM MOSKOWITZ:
